own experience» Once, I remember, I had two 
Boys together of £qua] age and parts 3 the one 
as ſoon as he had any Argument given him, 
preſently went to his Phraſe-Book, and ſearch- 
ed out what he could tind for his purpoſe , and 
than ſat down and ſewed together as well as he - 
could , what he had gathered» The other ſet 
L imifclfa thinking , and for words he took not 
much care; I had the beſt he had ready, and 
turther he concerned not himfclt. For a long - 
while the Phraſe hunter carricd the Reputatt- 
on, and the other was rcbuked for his bald La- 
tin, but to little purpoſe, no other Phraſe: book 
would he conſult than what he carried ia his 
head 3 for thoſe he had read, if they came 
in his way he would take them, if they did 
not, he would never cat about either to find 
them out or to fetch them in. Thus they went 
on for ſome years together, till at length the 
adyantage appearcd on the other ſide : For he 
that had all his excerciſcs out of Phraſe-Books, 
for (iuffe was tlill theſfame,only advanced alittle 
in kis sKil! of ſtitching, while the other by pon* — 
dering and conſidering of things grew rich in 
the conceptions of his mind ,and by converting 
every day with ggpd Authors that ſpoke well, 
he became not offly Malter of their words, but

exceeded his Rivalzand of what Reputation he 
is at preſent in the Univerſity , is not fit per- 
haps'for me to publiſh 3 His own worth doth 
it ſufficiently.

. natural way of improving himſelf, made me ever af- 
ter not much offended,jin a young Lads firſt attempts,

However thus far, and in ſome little in» 
ſtances befidesr, which might be mentioned, it is nst 
amiſs to adviſe them to leave the uſnal way of pla- 
cing words as they do in Englith , which they are 
too apt to follow , becauſe ſo far they will be a+ 
Ble to underſtand your advice. But who ſo troubles 
bimſelf further in giving dircCions to bis Scholars 
for the ranking their words all in Ciceroniam fi- 
gure, and will not be pleaſed with their exerciſes, 
unleſs every period runs roundly , and to the Tune 
of Tandem Aliquando Quirites, I am afraid for 
the meſt part takes a great deal of pains to very lit» 
tle purpoſe. 1 ſpeak not this altogether by gueſs, I 
have ſometimes ſeen ſme boyer, T ſuppoſe, that baJ 
oft been direfed bow to place their words , imploy» 
ed to make a peice of Latin, The Engliſh that lay 
before them was very eaſie , and yet they made no 
diſpatch at all , T wondred in my heart what hey 
were a doing all that while,ard 1 perceived at length 
that the poor Boyes had got the words in their pen, 
and rere all that while weighing and conſidering 
with themſelves where to ſet them : And I belicre 
in regard they had nothing to direct them but 
Chance , or that which was as uncertain, their own 
wninſirufied fancies, the more they conſidered the 
worſe they did f the ſucceſs no way anſwering 
tbe time they ſpe'F,; or. the pains they were at , they

ſuch a perplexed diſorder and confuſion , that a | 
man might as ſoon get the Letters, which I have ſeen 
in ſome kind of Padlocks , purpoſely confuſed , in- | 
to the Magical or unlocking ward, as to difintan- | 
gle their ſhackled P braſes , and put them into ſuch | 
an order as might ſignifie to the Reader , what they | 
intended they ould, But what then , mt Boys be | 
let alone to place their Latin words Jjaſt ſo as they | 
uſe to do 'in Engliſh ? Not altogether ; but I am | 
afraid for the moſt part I muſt, For excepting on* # 
ly in ſome little inſtances , which 1 have touched on | 
before, all attempts of Remedy will be found worſe 
than the Diſeaſe , till their judgment clear up, | 
end. the Muſick of their own ear awahes to dired | 
them : which it very ſeldom does in Boys to any pur« | 
poſe , and in men alſo very differently.
